Ike Didn’t Like ‘Beating Your Wife’ Questions 


U \SHINGTON (IT I) - A re­ 
laxed, alternately gay and serious 
President Eisenhower said good-j 
bye to White House news report­ 
ers today and told them the only 
thing he didn’t like about them 


was the beating-your-wife ques-i 
tions they occasionally asked.

jammed with 280 reporters, many 
of who said they were present be­ 
cause they fel* it to be a senti­ 
mental occasion. 
The President was more re­ 
laxed than sentimental and more 
gay than serious in most of his 
remarks about his periodic meet­ 
ings with the press over the past 
eight years. 


Dressed in brown and looking 
carefree and sunny, he strode in­ 


to the conference room exactly on 
the dot at IO' a.m. He said he had 
nothing specially brilliant to offer 
but that he did want the opportu­ 
nity to say good-bye to the orres- 
pondents with whom he had i/een 
associated for so long—mostly on 
a friendly basis 


The questions covered the whole 
range of world events and of the 


performances of the Eisenhower 
administration. 
Asked what his 
biggest disappointment had been, 
the 
President 
solemnly 
replied 
that he was unhappiest about the 
fact that permanent peace with 
justice is not yet in sight. 
The solemn mood did not last 


long. The President told the re­ 
porters that if they wanted a spe­ 
cific example of disappointment 


he would cite the outcome of the 
Nov. 8 election. 
This got the laugh he obviously 
was angling for and he reaped 
another harvest of laughter a few 
moments 
later 
when 
someone 
asked him what he thought of the 


constitutional amendment limiting 
a president to two terms in office. 
It’s a funny thing, he said, but 
ever since the election Republi­ 
cans have been asking this. 
At one point, he said that he 
had tried to give the reporters 
honest and full answers to ques­ 
tions to the extent that security 
considerations permitted. 


He said he nad no complaint to 
make 
about 
penetrating 
and 
searching questions. His only ob­ 
jection was to beating-your-wife 
type 
questions; 
he didn't like 
them. 
Thereupon a reporter asked a 
beating-your wife question and the 
President joined everybody else in 
a roar of laughter.
